Student Services fees are 
being used to pay for the 
upkeep of University buildings 
that the various student ser- 
vices occupy, Including Molson 
Stadium and the Currie Gym. 
Although the University pays 
Student Services approximately 
$300,000 for academic space in 
the buildings Student Services 
occupies, that amount alone 
does not pay for .the upkeep of 
the buildings, and the differ- 
ence must be made up by the 
Student Services fees. 

According to Students' Soc- 
iety President Terry Reed, 
students will probably have to 
l'assume the escalating cost" 
of building maintenance by 
paying higher fees, unless the 
University or province steps in 
to help. 

The University, has been 
negotiating with the province to 
have the province assume the 
operating costs of university 
non-academic buildings, such 
gyms. According to Sam 
(ingdon, Director of Physical 
Resources, negotiations be- 
tween McGiil and the province 
have been going on "for some 
time", and the verdict will not 
be known until April or May. 
Reed feels the university 
should assume "most, If not all 
of the operating costs of the 
Student Services buildings un- 
til negotiations are settled with 
the provincial government. 
Reed says that McGill's Stu- 
dent Services fee are the third 
highest in the province and will 
probably "eclipse the others In 
a matter of years." 

Dean of Students Saeed 
Mirza says the key to Student 
Services' financial problems 



$10 and still "tighten Its belt". 

Mirza says the Health and 
Athletic Services have already 
been "streamlined" and the rest 
of the services, which include 
the Chaplaincy and Off Campus 
Housing, have been cut to a 
"bare minimum". 

Besides having to pay for the 
upkeep of its buildings', Stu- 
dent Services is further ham- 
pered by a $200,000 deficit 
which it wants to meet next 
year. The Students' Society is 
directly affected by the Student 
Services financial problems, 
because Student Services, 
through its Ministère de l'Edu- 
cation grant, gives the 
Students' Society $45,000 to 
pay for the upkeep of the 
University Centre. The Univer- 
sity pays the balance of the 
upkeep. Reed says Student 
Services Is "seriously consider- "5>| 
ing" dropping its subsidy to the £ 
Society. The $45,000 figure c 
represents approximately half jj 
of the money Council currently _ 
has available for functional^ 
groups. Reed feels that a 
substantial amount of the 
$45,000 would have to come 
out of the money available to 
these groups. However, Mirza 
says Student Services "would 
not want to harm" the Students' 
Society at this stage, its having 
just emerged from trusteeship. 
However, Mirza warns that in 
future, "they should find their ' 
own way" of paying for the 
Union. 

Reed empathizes with Stu- 
dent Services. "Mirza has a 
$200,000 problem and unless 
he can get support- from the 
University,. it will be impossible 
for him to meet it." 

Reed does not want to see

Policemen to unionize

The MUC Policemen's Bro- 
therhood is attempting to form 
an alliance with the unions in 
Quebec to pressure the provin- 
cial government to change the 
labour laws. Gilbert Coté, 
director of the Policemen's 
Brotherhood said that "the pre- 
sent law is biased in favour of 
management and as such is not' 
conducive to better labour- 
management relations." 

The Brotherhood claims that 
under the present collective 
bargaining system there is no 
opportunity for policemen's 



grievances, to be heard by an 
Impartial and knowledgeable 
authority on labour disputes. 
The recent problems within the 
MUC police force regarding the 
Brotherhood's four on, three 
days off proposed work sche- 
dule have highlighted the need 
for some kind of Independent 
advisory body. 

In the beginning of January, 
the Quebec Supreme Court 
passed an injunction against 
the policemen's arbitrary deci- 
sion to begin the '4-3' work 
schedule. The judge's decision 
was based solely on the legality 



of the policemen's move. 

In an interview with the Dally, 
Coté stated "We are now 
fighting against a system 
where the attribution of injunc- 
tions against actions such as 
ours Is carried out through the 
Supreme Court, by a judge 



the Commission set up in July 
to study problems related to the 
changing nature and rapid 
growth of universities over the 
past fifteen years. The Com- 
mission will also hear people 
from outside the University 
community and will urge them 
to voice opinions on the 
restructuring of universities in 
Quebec. 

In a paper released earlier this 
week, the Commission stressed 
the permanent role of higher 
education and the pluralist 
nature of future universities. 
Each work-group in the Com- 
mission has deplored the short 
time available for the fulfillment 
of their mandate, and stressed 
the lack of demographic and 
scientific data available as well 
as the difficulties arising from 
assessing the various aspects 
of university life. 

Of the four study groups in

The report also 
states that many objectives 
outlined in the Parent Report are 
still to be carried out. 

The Work Force pointed out 
that 60% of- new teachers lack 
the necessary formation and 
also noted many inadequacies 
In teacher formation and re- 
training, in the submission of 
the following recommendation : 
"That universities be leaders in 
the formation of teachers and 
the educational milieu be leader 
in their retraining." 

The Work Force on Universi- 
ties and Québec Society, pre- 
sided by Diane Wilhemy pos- 
tulated the following: "Taking 
into account the difficulties in 
long range planning within the 
present economic conjoncture 
and considering the changing 
needs of society, we think that 
undergraduate programmes are 
often too specialized and do not 
prepare students for polyvalent 
tasks." 

Coordination work force 
members went over the salient 
features of the university of 
tomorrow and stated "the uni- 
versity is the place where the 
furthering of the mind Is carried- 
out without restraint."

- Tribunal is composed of-judges 
familiar with labour-manage- 
ment problems, and they would 
be able to understand the total 
situation better than a Supreme 
Court judge." 



Coté has sent letters to the 
Quebec Police Federation, the 
CEQ, CSN and FTQ asking 
them to Join the MUC Police- 
men's Brotherhood's bid to 
have the labour law changed. 
SO far only the QPF has replied 
saying that it would give the 
Brotherhood its decision by the 
beginning of March.' 

Coté hopes that the major 
unions "could run a parallel 
battle with our union." He 
pointed out that many of the 
Injunctions against union ac- 



tivity In Quebec are based on a 
lack of understanding of the 
situation on the part of Sup- 
reme Court judges, and that the 
Labour Tribunal would Improve 
that.
